1 have seen fine old coffers 
used as corn-bins in stables, and 1 res- 
cued once a noble buffet which u boy 
had turned into the home of four pinlv- 
eyed ferrets.

Divination by Means of Sheep'* Bones. 


M. G. Perrot speaks, in his " Me- 


moire* a'Aroheologie d'Epigrapliie, et 
d'Histoire," of divination by aheep s 
bones. This method of penetrating tha 
secreted the future is largely resorted 
to at the1 present time, and the Greek 
peasant haa confidence in it as absolute 
M that which hi* ancestors regarded 
the examination of the entrails o{ a sac- 
rificial victim. This practice is, how- 
ever, no longer restricted to diviners and 
sorcerers- only; on solemn occasions 
each man may act as Ilia own augur on 
behalf of himself and his family. 
I 


remember once when I was returning 
from an excursion into Achaia, near 
Aigion, 1 was obliged to stop in tho 
evening in the outskirts of Mourla, at a 
peasant's house where I asked hospitality 
for the night. He took me into a room 
where his wife and his four children 
were beginning their evening meal, of 
which he invited mo to partake. I Hunk 
it was a few days after Easter, and^the 
food set before us was mutton. The 
children had just begun to talk freely., 
and conversation was becoming ani- 
mated, when all of a sudden my host 
flung something violently on the ground, 
struck his forehead, and as I looked at 
his wife, seeking in her eyes an explana- 
tion, she burst into tears. A young girl 
of twenty was lying on a. rug at the end 
of the room, iu the shade ; 1 had not 
observed her. 
She had recently fallen 


ill. 
Her lather, turning his eyes toward 


her picked up the object he had thrown 
down and handed it to me. It waa the 
blade-bone of the sheep. "You see 
nothing, perhaps," he said to me; 
"nevertheless, it is written there that 
my daughter is going to die; she will 
not recover." I endeavored to dissuade 
him from this idea, but iu vain ; all the 
family were plunged into despair, aud 
gave way to the wildest grief. As fate 
would have it, the young girl actually 
did die a few days afterward. 
• During the war of independence the 
same method was employed for foretell- 
ing the issue of the struggle, and the 
famous Captain liaraistratris was guided 
by the presage in engaging in or defer- 
ring an action. Certain conditions are in- 
dispensable to the prediction of the 
future by the bone; the sheep must have 
been purchased by the person who eats 
it and kept alive for three days m his 
house; otherwise the presage applies to 
the person who has sold the animal. 
This superstition was especially cherished 
by the brigands, but it is to be presumed 
that they found some way of eluding its 
restrictive conditions, for they are not in 
the habit of purchasing their sheep, and 
they have no houses to keep them in.— 
The Nineteenth Century.
